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TO  PUBLISH  HISTORY  OF  WESLEYAN  IN  ’76 


A history  of  Wesleyan  is  to  be 
published,  it  is  hoped,  during  our 
country's  historic  Bicentennial  year 
by  the  Beehive  Press,  Savannah. 
Author  is  Dr.  Samuel  L.  Akers,  who 
spent  37  years  as  a member  of  the 
faculty,  21  as  Dean  of  the  College. 

On  this  scholar's  retirement  in 
1966  Dr.  Strickland,  President  of 
Wesleyan,  invited  him  to  write  this 
history.  For  years  he  researched  and 
wrote,  until  hospitalization  put  an 
end  to  his  labors.  Now,  restored  to 


health.  Dr.  Akers  has  completed  his 
manuscript.  It  covers  one  hundred 
years,  from  1836,  in  detail,  with  a 
concluding  chapter  on  contem- 
porary Wesleyan. 

Mills  Lane  IV,  publisher,  plans  to 
illustrate  the  book  with  a number  of 
pictures.  He  invites  alumnae  and 
others  to  send  any  interesting  old 
photographs,  especially  activity  pic- 
tures, to  the  Alumnae  Office  im- 
mediately for  possible  inclusion. 

"We  hope  Dr.  Akers'  history  will 


appear  as  planned",  said  Dr. 
Strickland,  "and  that  alumnae  and 
other  friends  will  enjoy  owning  and 
giving  copies.  Under  the  Beehive 
Press  imprint  it  should  be  a very 
beautiful  volume,  a prestige 
publication." 

A collection  of  Beehive  Press 
books,  recently  presented  to 
Wesleyan  by  the  Callaway  Founda- 
tion, is  on  display  at  the  Willet 
library.
